WHEN FIRE BREAKS OUT. 


Keep Cool and Remember and Follow 
These instructions. ~ 

In case .of fire, if the burning 
articles are at once splashed and 
‘sprayed with 2 solution of salt and 
‘Bitrate’ of ammonia an incombustidle 
coating Is formed. This is a prepara- 
tion: which can be made at home at a 
trifing cost and should be kept on 
hand. Dissolve twenty pounds of com- 
mon salt and ten pounds of nitrate of 
ammonia in seven gallons of water. 
Pour this into quart bottles of thin 
glass and fire grenades are at hand 
ready for use, These bottles must be 
tightly corked and sealed to prerent 
evaporation, and in case of fire they 
must be thrown near the flames, so 2s 
to break and liberate the gas con- 
tained. At least two dozen of these 
bottles should be ready for an emer- 
gency. 

In this connection it well to re- 
member that water on burning oll scat- 
ters the fames, but thst four will ex- 
tinguish {tf Salt thrown upon a fire 
if the chimney Is burning will help to 
deaden the blaze. If a fire once gets 
under headway and prompt exit be- 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped in water and wrapped about 
the mouth and nostrils will prevent 
suffocation from smoke; failing this, a 
piece of wet flannel will answer, 

Should smoke fill] the room, recall 
your physics—remember that smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor, Wrap a blanket or 
woolen garment about you, with the 
wet cloth over yonr’face, drop on your 
hands and knees and craw! to the win- 
dow. Bear in mind that there fis no 
more danger In getting down from a 
three story window than from the first 
floor If you keep a firm hold of the 
rope or ladder. Do not slide, but go 
band over hand.

IRISH PHANTOM CITY. 


Beautiful Mirage Off Coast of “Green 
Isle Lasts Three Hours. 


A strange story of a mirage, which 
reminds one of {The Spectre Island” 
or “The Phanjom City,’”’ comes from 
Ballyconneelyf a town on the wild 
Connemara coast, some miles beyond 
Clifden. 

A small town well studded with 
houses was observed one evening on 
the sea-about six or seven miles west- 
ward. The beautiful spectre showed 
lovely and dim, being first seen by 


“some young. persons. 


Soon hundreds gathered to witness 
the enchanting spectacle, which they 
state was composed of different sizes 
and varying styles of architecture. 
Here and there was a dismantled 
dwelling, as if.even this strange land 
of sunshine had been visited by the 
crowbar brigade. : 

The phantom city was visible from 
3 p.m. until 6 p.m., when it gradually 
vanished from view, earings 
spectators, ‘many of whom had begun 
to believe that it was a small town 
that had come to slay. 

It disappeared slowly and mystical- 
ly. The golden clouds curtained the 
dees where it lay,-and the phantom 
city was seen no more. The peasants 
wondered if their eyes had not betray- 
ed them, but they had all seen the 
vision in broad daylight only a fow

Handsome Roman Catholic Edifice In 
St. Boniface Inaugurated. 
Winnieeg, Oct. 6—The new cathe- 
dral of the Roman Catholic diocese, of 
St. Boniface was formally opened on 
Sunday morning with imposing cere- 


monies, 2 

Three archbishops and seven bish- 
ops, of the church were present from

The new cathedral is.a magnificent 
building, capable ‘of seating 2.500, and 
by far the largest church edifice in 
westem Canada.

Stratford, Oct. 6.—The adjourned in- 
uest into. the death of Mrs. William 
‘cake, who was found dead in the 
cellar of her home last Wednesday, 
Was resumed last night at the Arling- 
ton Hotel, Sebringville, before Coro- 
ner Monteith;.° ; 
An immense crowd gathered, ex- 
pecting that Roghmond, ‘the negro ac. 
cused of the murder, might be brought 
out from the county jail, but they 
were disappointed, the evidence be- 
ing taken without hig presence. 
Villiam Peake, husband of the mur- 
dered woman, gave evidence concern- 
ing the health of his wife previous to 
the tragedy. She had been troubled 
with weak heart, but head never been 
known to havea fainting spell. Wit- 
ness had been absent at the time of 
the tragedy and did not arrive home 
until the negro had been taken away. 
Hobson, whe was at work in a 
field near the, railroad: trag¢k on the 
day of the tragedy, gave cvidence of 
having scen a negro resembling Rogh- 
mond, walking on the track. Witness 
thought the negro was drunk, but lost 
sight of him before he reached the 
corner turning off to the Peake home. 

Goorge Peake, son of the, deceased, 
told of returning from the fleld when 
called by: his brother, to find his 
mother dead in the cellar. He saw, 
the negro stretched out, lying on his 
back and apparently asleep. A jack- 
knife and pair of spectacles found be- 
side his mother’s body did not belong 
to the houschold. 

John Peake, who found the body of 
his mother, gave evidence as to hav- 
ing left-the field for home to get a 
drink of cider in the cellar. He stat- 
ed positively that he heard ‘the negro 
snoring when he made the discovery 
and immediately went for help and 
despatched his’ brother to Stratford 
for the police.

! Estate of Late Lord Derby Must Pay 


Two and a Half Millions. 


The will of the sixteenth Earl of 
Derby, K.G., formerly GovernorGen- 
eral of Cansda, who died on June 14 
last, has been proved, the total value 
of his estate, both real and personal, 
being éstimated at cloze on $19,000,- 
000. More than $2,500,000 will be paid 
in death duties on the estate in ac- 
cordance with the rate introduced by 
Mr. Asquith in the Budget before last, 
under which ten per cent. is d on 
the first million, and 15 cent. on 
the remaining three and three-quarter 
millions in English pounds sterling. 
The late earl hdd scats at Knowsley, 
Prescot; Holwood in Kent; Wither- 
slack, near Grange, over Lands Lan- 
cashire, and Fairhill, near Torbridge. 
with the, town residence at Derby 
House, St. James square, London. The 
personal estate has been sworn at $4,- 
461,745 gross, and $3,760,075 net.” One 
‘hundred and fifty thousand dollars 

are left to the earl’s widow, and one 

hundred thousand ‘dollars to the trus- 

tees of the settlements msde on each 
younger children in his life 
Other legacies include two 
months’ wages to each servant. for 
every year of service.

Crewe Will Succeed Him. 


London, Oct. 10—The Marquis of 
Ripon, Lord Privy Seal, has resigned, 
owing to his advanced age. 
The Earl of Crew succeeds to the 
office, and, in addition, will retain 
the portfolio of Secretary of State for 
the Colonies. 
George Frederick Samuel Robinson, 
first Marquis of Ripon, son of the 
first Earl of Ripon, and nephew of 
first Earl de Grey, was born on Oct! 
4, 1827, and succeeded to both peer- 
ages in 1859. He was first returned 
to the House of Commons in 1852 as 
member for Hull, represented Hud- 
dersficld, 1853-57, and the west riding 
of Yorkshire until he entered the Up- 
r House. In 1859 he was appoin' 
nder Secre for War, and in 
was transferred to the Indian 


during ‘his tenure of that office was 
chairman of the joint commission for 
drawing up the Treaty of Washing; 
ton. He was grand master/ ofthe 
Order of Freemasons een 1871 
and 1874, and in the Itter year be- 
came a Roman Catholi 
The marquis was Governor-General 
of India from 1830 1884, and his 
administration was conspicuous for 
sympathetic treatment native ques- 
tions and grievances, a course which 
prompted strong -criticism from the 
older officials. In 1886 he had charge 
of the Admiralty, and was Secretary 
for the Colonies in 1892-1895. On Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman’s — ap- 
poiniment as Premier, Lord Ripon 

came Lord Privy-Council and act: 
ed for a time as leader of the Minis- 
terialist party in the House of Lords. 
On his resigning the latter duty he 
was succeeded by the Earl of Crewe. 
Lord Ripon has always, been a staunch 
Liberal, and was on. tlose terms of 
intimacy with Mr. -Gladstone. Lord 
Ripon basialwsys held a high place 
in the esteem of his party.

DROWNED PERSONS. - 
Absence of Water In the Lungs Need 
Not Indicate Murder. 

Several cases have been reported” in 
the newspapers recently In which the 
absence of water in the lungs of per- 
sons found immersed in ponds and- 
tivers has led to the conclusion ghat 
death had occurred before immersion 
and that the crime was therefore mur 
der and net suicide. As the mattec 
is of great criminal importance, per- 
mit me to'call attentign briefly to the 
report In 1862 of a committee appoiat- 
ed by the Royal Medical and Chirur- 
gical society of London to investigate 
this question, It was na well known 
fact that jn most drowned persons 
water was not found In tho lungs, and 
it was supposed by many. that in 
drowning a spasmodic contraction of 
the entrance of the windpipe took place, 
which prevented the‘entrance of. wa- 
ter. The committee made a very care 
ful and prolopged fovestigation and 
came to concli which’ I sum- 
marize as follows:” 

First.—Water does enter the lungs in 
drowning. In .animals, drowned by 
Immersion in‘water the lungs, if exam- 
ined immediately afterward, are. full 
of. water. “If a-dog,be drowned In 
plaster of paris: tho plaster is found. 
in the smallest tubes. In’ guinea pig 
whose nose™only has. been” immersed 
in mercury.‘tho\globules of. mercury 
penetrate the: finer tubes.” 

Second. —If the examination be do-. 
layed for séveral hours’ or longer, 43° 
is generally) the’ case), no water-may. 
be found:in the longs, ‘absorption bay- 
ing. taken place ‘pven “After death. “In 
experiments upori)’ animals‘ it was 
found’ that forty “or” fifty ounces’ of: 
water could” be introduced “into” the 
lungs without any of the Mquid being 
detected there an hour or two after- 
ward. In chses of undoubted drown- 
ing In human beipgs, when the exam- 
ination was delayc& for several hours 
after death, fragmeuts of water plants 
nnd other foreign substances may be 
found tn -the windpipe and larger 
tubes without any water belng de- 
tectedio the tissue of the lungs. Ab- 
forption of water takes place In the 
lungs even after death, and therefore 
Ure absence of water In the lungs 
many hours sfter death tias no bear 
Ing upon the question of murder or 
suicide, “It is very important that this 
fact should be generally known.—As 
Brayton Ball in New-York Times:

The appeal issucd by the suffrag- 
ettes a few days ago for 50,000 persons 
to help them “rush” Parliament at 
7.30 o’clock last evening was the most 
successful stroke yet. Not less than 
twice that number responded to the 
call, and nine-tenths of these were 
Young people, who came to see the 
fun. There were also a few hundred 


of the unemployed and their sym- |- 
pathizers. 


Parliament was in a state of sicge. 
A close triple line of police was drawn 
around the three sides of the square 
in front of the building. The yard 
between the gates swarmed with po- 
lice and 200 guarded tho terrace in 
the Year against assault by water, 
which the women twice attempted.

TOWN WITH A FUTURE. 


kool, Turnbull Discusses Prospects of 
Fort Churchill. 


Lieut.-Col. T. T. Turnbull of Mont- 
real, who a few years ago went over 
the proposed route of the Hudson 
Bay Railway, has been in Montreal 
recently. His trip north was taken 
for the purpose of examining the 
route and he went into the matter 
very carefully, traveling about 2,000 
miles and getting a solid business idea 
of the project. 

“I am satisfied,” says Col. Turn- 
bull, ‘that Fort Churchill is bound to 
bea t factor in the shipping trade 
of thig country, and I am pleased_to 
see, alter many years, that the work 
‘of getting a line in is being undertak- 
en. There is a great future ahead of 
the country which will be opened up 
by the line, as there are agricultural 
possibilities there which are not gen- 
erally appreciated. North of Norway 
House I saw some of the finest flowers 
which I-have evgr seen in: my life. 
Perfect vegetables are grown at points 
North of there, while the country in 
its natural state produces berries, 
wild fruits and other vegetation, 
which indicates that seep and 
ecreals can be grown there succcss- 
ae What is really wanted is a two 
or four track line, capable of being 
fed by all of {he existing railways 
which run thropgh the wheat belt of 
the west, not ofilyin Canada, but in 
the western States. Such a line would 
handle a vast amount of traffic from 
Washington, Montana, Wyoming, Ne- 
braska, Oregon, the Dakotas, Iowa 
and Idaho and some from as remote a 
state as Wisconsin. Cereals and cnt- 
tle could be handled cheaper over 
such a line than at-present by any 
known route. The temperature of the

ae Juvenile Detfinquents. 

An order-in-council has been-passed 
defining requirements which must be 
complied with before the Juvenilé De- 
linquents’ Act, passcd_at the last ses- 
gion of Parliament ¢an_ be brought in- 
to force in any city, town or munici- 
pality, They are as follows: 

1, That a proper detention home 
has been-established and will be 
maintained for temporary confinement 
of juvenile delinquents, or of children 
charged with delinquency. The insti- 
tution should be conducted more like 
a family home than like a penal in- 





stitution, and must not be under the | + 


same roof as, or in immediate vicinity 
of, any poice station, jail, lock-up or 
other placa in which adults are or 
may be imprisoned. < 

2. That an industrial school, as de- 
fined by clause (h) of section 2 of the 
act, exist, to which juvenile delin- 
quente may be committed. - 

3. That there is a superior court, or 
county court judge or justice, having 
jurisdiction in city, town or other 
portion of a province in which it is 
sought to have the act put in force 
with gto, act as juvenile court judge, 
and that ‘the remuneration of such 
juvenile court judge (if any) has been 
provided for without recourse to fed- 
eral authorities. 

4. That remuneration for an ade- 
quate ataff of probation officers has 
been provided by municipal grant, 
public subscription or otherwise. 

5. That some society or committee 
is ready and willing to act as juventic 
court committeo. ‘

Repairing the Boundary. 
Sixty-six years have p sincd 
the signing of the Ashburton Treaty 
between Great Britain and the United 
States by which the southeastern 
frontier of Canada was definitely agre- 
ed to." The international boundary 
line having been ron, it was marked 
by iron posts ei: along every 
highway where it passed from one 
country into the other. , 

But the posts have*been falling into 
a state of disrepair and were over- 
grown jth weeds, 

The work of restoring these fron- 
tier marks has been carried on along 
the southern boundary of the pro- 
vince of Quebee and it is now pretty 
well finished. The posts have been 
reset and are now In better condition 
than they ever were before. In each 
ease where the highway crosses the 
frontier the iron post has been ret in 
a massive base of coment, and along 
the fronticr at about every quarter of 
a mile smaller granite posts solidly 
fixed in cement have been set up, and 
wherever the line passes through’ 
woodland the treos and brush ‘for a 
distance of fifty feet have been cut 
away, Our boundary line, separating 
the province from the adjoining 
states, is now clearly and permanent- 
ly marked. _

Seventeen on Michigan Forest 
Fire Relief Train Perish. 





Inhabitants of Village of Metz While 
Fleeing to Alpena Are Ditched by 
Spreading Ralls Between Blazing 
Ties and Are Cremated In Coal 
Gondola Car—Fire Threatened to 
Destroy Their Village. : 


Alpena, Mich., Oct. 17.—Seventcen 
poonle lost their lives Thuraday night 
in the burning of the Detroit & Mac- 
kinaw Railroad relief’ train, which 
was earring the inhabitants of the 
little Village of Metz, 23 milea north 
of hore, to safety from the forest fires 
which were’ sweeping away their 


homes, 

The ill-fated train was ditched by 
spreading rails at.Nowicki siding, a 
few miles south of Metz, and the 
terrifi fugees were forced to aban- 
don the cars and rush for safety cith- 
er down the track, with burning for- 
ests on either side, or into the plow- 
ed fields nearing the siding. 

Eleven of the victims were women 
and children, whd’were unable to es- 
nape quickly enough from the gon- 
dola car which they. were occupying. 
Their charred bodies were found there 
yesterday when rescuers reached the 


ne, 

Two of the men victims were mem- 
bers of the train crew. Four addi- 
tional fatalities occurred in the neigh- 
borhood of the wreck. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Wagner died from heat and ex- 
haustion on their farm near the scene 
of the wreck, and Mr.-and Mrs. Fred 
Nowicki, Jr., lost their lives in their 
burning house near the siding whcre 
the wreck ‘occurred. . i 

Following is the list of the dead in 
the wreck: William Barrett, Alpena, 
brakeman; Arthur Lee, Alpena, firc- 
man; John Konieszny, Mrs. John 
Konieszny, John Konieszny, aged two;

When the forest tires closed in on 
Thursday about the little village, a 
special train gf three empty box gars 
and two coal gondolas wére ruched 
to Metz. 

As rapidly. as poasible the people 
rad their goods were loaded in the 
ears. When the train started there 
were about 100 frightened peers 
aboard. The flames were already 
sweeping through the village. Nearing 
Nowicki Crossing, the engineer saw. 
blazing piles of cedar ties on both 
sides of the track. Opening wide the 
throttle he tried to dash through at 
full speed, but the heat had loosened 
the rails and they had spread and 
the train left the track. Blazing piles 
of ties syrrounded it and:in un in- 
stant the cars caught fire. The ter- 
tor-stricken ople caught by the 
peril from which they were flecing, 
jumped from the cars and. rushed 
down the track. They were cremated 
in the gondola car, where they were 
caught, ‘ 

Sixty people who spent ao night of 
terror on a southbound train from 
Cheboygan, was hemmed’ in all night 
by fires at LaRogue, have just ar- 
tived here on ao relief train.

Reports Are That Direct Route ts im- 
possible For Shippin,

description are in the giving of the 
king, or, rather, his: majesty bestows 
them on persons at the recommenda- 

tion of the prime minister, who really 

has the final say in the roatter, Titles 
are conferred either directly ‘or tnd!- 
rectly —‘directly «when no third per- 
fon recommends’ candidate for royal 
recognition and ‘Indirectly when a 
third person brings a candidate's name 
forward, he having good and valid 
grounds for doing so. The former 
method, however, Is the one which Is 
usually adopted. It is the daty of the 
prime minister to distinguish a mame 
celebrated In politics, science, .art or 
literature and to decide whether the 
metits of any giren prominent person 
deserve recognition at the hands -of 
the king. 

If, in the opinion of the prime anin- 
ister, such a given person deserves <lo- 
vation to titled rank, before the minie 
ter takes any steps in the matter the 
favored individual is apprised of the 
prime minister's intentions by a per- 
sonal Jetter, in which Is conveyed the 
degree or title it is proposed to confer 
on him, subject to his.approval.

‘Wasmouth/and carried into compara.’ 
‘tive shelter. Wasmouth was killed a 
few minutes ater. Evans’ own ac- 
‘connt * continues: ““After Wasmouth 
‘was killed I soon fell asleep, and when 
‘I awoke it was some time before 1 
‘could’ recall. my "surroundings. The 
tide had come in, and the hole in 
which I was lying was nearly fall of 
water, which had about covered: me 
and was ling into my ears. 1 
could see a monitor fring ang appar. 
‘ently very near, and the thought came 
to me that I could swim off to her if 1 
only hada pit of plank or driftwood, 
but this I could not get. It was plain 
enough that I ahould soon be drowned 
Uke a rat in a bolo unless I mannged

The Bastille a3 a prison was oppar- 
ently better kept and. cleaner than 
elther Bleetre or the Chatetet, and Im- 
prisonment within Its walls did not, it 
would ecem, dishonor the prisoner or 
his familly, A great taany prisoners 
Were charged as mad, and under thy 
Aastle term the violent manlac, tha 
ambitious madman, the young spend- 
thrift, the megalomaniac, the reacher 
for the pYilosopler’s stone or the se 
cret of perpetual motion —all these 
Uresome persons might be and wére 
Included, 

How, then, did these prisoners liye? 
In the underground cells or dungeons, 
as in the cells In the towers, the prison: 
ers were on bread and water, asa rule, 
In the other rooms In the main bulld- 
ing three theals were served a day, with 
drinkable wine—“vin potable.’ In cer- 
tain cases, according to the quality 
and distinction of the prisoner, he 
might supplement the meager furnl- 
ture of his prison and get a provision 
of books, Very {nvored persons were 








allowed their own servant if he would. 


consent voluntarily to undergo con- 
fincment. Voltaire began to write the 
“Henriade” as prisoner in the Bastille; 
Abbe Moreliet of the Encyclopedia 
speaks of the great. fortress as the 
cradle of his fame, bot we must re- 
member: that it was perbaps not ad- 
visable to say much about the Bastlile 
when you were still living within its 
walls and that, as M. Moulin has re- 
minded us, “the old Spartans offered 
sactifices to fear.” Prisoners, more- 
over, had to sign on their release an 
elaborate declaration by which they 
swore never to dirulge, directly or in- 
directly, ything they might bave 
Tearned prisoners concerning the 
Bastille.—Mrs. Frederic Harrison in 
Nineteenth Century.

d0 believe in an occasional retura to 
earth of the dead. ~ 

“There is one case in particular that 

I know of personally and that can’ be 


youched for by a number of citizens'| 17 


in the upper counties of my state, and 
that is the case of old Uncle Jabez 
Martin} who iiew a number of well 
to do farmers in Fauquier as well as 
in Spottsylvania, Rappahannock and 
other counties in the northern, part of 
the state, ; ‘Uncle Jabe,’ as most évery 
one who knew the old fellow. called 
him, bad considerable of the nomad In 
his disposition and ied a -wandering; 
pastoral life. He was always willing 


to work when any onq neeged bis serv-. 


ices and did a good deal of rough car- 
pentering in‘return. for a. ‘meal of 
wWittles and a shakedown,’ as he ex- 
pressed it, and as be was pretty well 
known in the land of his pilgrimages 
it’ wag a rare occurrence when be:was 
not given a welcome. 

“If old Uncle Jabe' thought more of 
one family in the state than he did of 
another if was the Greens. Virginia, 
as all know, {s full of-Greens, An es- 
timable crowd they are, and nearly all 
of them consider themselves as relat- 
ed in somo degree of consanguinity to 
the others of that name, ‘The Greens 
of Virginia" fs the finest tribe of that 
name in seren states,’ was the con- 
stant boast of Uncle Jabe, and abore 
and beyond any other Green anywhere 
he placed Marse Dickie Green of Fau- 
quier, and that {s where my ghost 
story, if you will please to consider it 
as such, begins.

Philp fo 1556. ries retired to the 
ery y of. us fe, in tremadura, 
and there lived a cloister life in clore 
intercourse with the monks, devoting 
much time to religious exercises, Dur- 
ing this period, prompted, it may be, by ; 
the example of Cardinal de la Marck, 
who for several years before his death, 
in 1528, had annually rebearsed his 
own obsequies, the emperor, in tho 


what} Summer of 1558, formed the resolution 


to celebrate his own funeral before be 
died. 


Accordingly, on Aug. 30,of that year, 
the grim farce was carried out with 
the most elaborate ceremonfal, ‘The im- 
perial’ domestics ‘marched’ with black 


‘tapes in their hands, and the emperor, 


clad In sable weeds,‘himself followed, 
wearing his shroud. While the solemn 
mas3 for the dead was sung before the 
high altar in the cathedral Charles 
gavo-up his taper to the priest, typify- 
ing thereby his resignation of life, and 
Was solemnly laid his coffin. The cere- 
mony closed with sprinkling holy wa- 
ter on his body; then, all the attend- 
ants -retiring, the doofs were shut, and 
Charies rose from his narrow bed and 
withdrew to his private apartment, 
The damping of the graveclothes In- 
duced a vhill, which, aided no doubt by 
the mental depression. caused by the 
grewsome ceremony, induced a fever 
which ended in his death three weoks 
later, on the 2ist of September, 1558,

Kimball himself was the last wit 
ness examined. He stated that the 
shooting of Healey was purely acci- 
dental, the revolver being discharged 
through a jar on the fence he was 
climbing over. Other witnesses 
fied that after thé’ shooting Kimball 
had remarked that he had shot the 
man, who was getting away from him. 
None of these witnesses could remem- 
ber having heard him say that the 


| shooting was accidental. 


Both Prosecutor Arnoldi and the 
solicitor for the defence, O. L, Lewis, 
K.C., made long addregsse to the jury, 
Mr. Lewis emphasizing.the fact that 
both the crown end court had ba 
evidence pertaining to Kimball’s good 
character. : 

His lordship Justice . Latchford 
made a strong charge against the pris- 
oncr, ° ‘He belittled the prisoner's 
auiecent that the shooting was acci- 


“The character of Healey has noth- 
ing to do with it,”” he continued. “The 
lowest character in this country is 
pro by law. The unfortunate 
woman, Mary Wellington, whose il- 
legal‘ actions caused the shooting of 
this wretched man. says that she 
warned Kimball that Healey was dan- 

rous, but we do not hear of Kim- 

1 using his gun till Healey ran 
away from him. Many constables ap- 
pear to be under the misapprehension 
that they can shoot down a fleeing 
man. There is no law in this or any 
other civilized sountry which allows 
them to do #0, and the sooner con- 
stables get this erroneous idea out of 
their heads, the better it will be for 
them.” © 

Justice Latchford said that there 
were three verdicts the ju u 
bring in—murder, manslaughter, or 
not guilty. If they believed Kimball's 
story in the face of all the other evi- 
dence they then might bring in the 
latter verdict. ‘ 

On opening the case‘the attorney 
for the defence objected to the charge 
of murder, but ‘the court overruled. 
stating that the grand jury had de- 
cided upon that charge and he would 
have to abide by its decision. 

The prosecution argued that, not- 
withstanding that Kimball was on of- 
ficer, hia case should be considered in 
the evidence the same as an ordinary 
citizen! - 

Attorney fez the defence elicted the 
fact that Misa Mary Wellington had 
lived with Healey as his wife. In 
this connection she said that she had 
known him about a year. She had 
ben intimate with him about three 
weeks. They had lived together as 
man and wife in Leamington and Til- 
bury. Healey had led her to believe 
they were married by showing her a 
falas marriage certificate which he 
said was signed by a. minister. 

The woman who made the com- 
plaint which had caused Kiefiball to 
attempt the’ arrest testified that ‘she 
had told him that Healey wag n dea- 
perate man and would likely resist 
arrest. * ~ 

The court commonted that this 
warning had probably had its effect 
on Kimball and=led up to the shoot-

It may be difficult to prove the 
neglect, but the moral effect will be 
very marked jn every rdilway or set 
tler’s clearing’ and around cvery camp 
fire, if a law. is passed making It'an 
offence punishable with imprisonment 
to neglect to majntain a guard over 
the burniag stumps or brushwood, or 
to leave guarded’ the camp fires or to 
put them*out entirely before depart 
ing. 5 

The present criminal law relating 
to neglect only applies to such negw 
ligence as “hows the party to be recky 
less or wantonly regardless of- corm 
sequence inserting fire to any forest 
or tree and’ is not of general appli 
cation to all property—Crown Drew 
main or private. Under this law 
there can be- prattically no convita 
tion. What ts wanted is a prescrity 
ed course of action for the proteta 
tion of all forests, and the penalty 
if it is not ‘adopted.

A GRIM CEREMONY. 


An Emperor's Death Hastened by Re- 
hearsing His Own Funeral. 

Emperor Charlies V. of Spain brought 
about his death by rehearsing his own 
funeral. For the last two years of his 
Ufe, after resigning the scepter of 
Spain and the Netherlands to bis\ son 
Philip in 1556, Charles retired to\the 
monastery of Yuste, in Estremadura, 
and there lived a cloister life in cldee 
intercourse with the monks, devoting 
touch time to religious exercises. “Dur 
ing this peflod, prompted, It may be;!by 
the example of Cardinal de’la® Marck, 
who for several years before his death, 
in «1528, had annually rehearsed‘ his 
own obsequies, the emperor, in-'tho 
summer of 1558, formed the resolutfon 
pease his own funeral before he 





Accordingly, on Aug. 30 of that year, 
the grim farce was carried out with 
the most elaborate ceremonial, The im- 
perial domestics marched with black 
tapes in their hands, and the emperor, 
clad in sable weeds, himself followed, 
wearing his shroud. While the solemn 
mass for the dead was sung before the 
high altar in the cathedral “Charles 
gave up his taper to the priest, typlfy- 
ing thereby his resignation of life, and 
Was solemnly Iald his coffin. The cere- 
mony closed with sprinkling holy wa- 
ter on-his body; then, all the attend- 
ants retiring, the doors were shut, and 
Charles rose from his narrow bed and 
withdrew to his private apartment. 

‘The damping.of the graveclothes In- 
duced a chill, which, alded no doubt by 
the mental depression caused by the 


-grewsome ceremony, induced a fever | 


which ended in ‘his death three weeks 
later, on the 2ist of September, 1553.

Ottawa, Oct. 31.—Hon. Thomas 
Greenway, member of. the Railway 
Commission, former Premier of Mani- 
toba, and M.P. for’ Lisgar in the 
Yast Parliament, died rather unex- 
pectedly atthe Windsor Hotel at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning. : 

Mr: Greenway caught cold on his 
way to Ottawa to begin his duties as 
Railway Commissioner, and ° asthma 
developed, for several days his con- 
dition being considered serious. On 
Friday last he was pronounced out 


-of danger, but Thursday morning’ ser- 


fous: symptoms again developed. In 
the*evening he was better again, but 
early yesterday morning he took a 
turn for the worse, and while the 
hufse was out of the room he passed 
away, death being due to heart fail- 
ure, 

Hon. Thomas Greenway was a lead- 
er of Manitoba Liberalism ever sitice 
his entrance into the political -life of 
that province in 1878. He went in 
that year’ to Manitoba from Huron 
County, Ontario, and in the following 
year he was elected to the Legisla- 
ture for the constituency of Moun-° 
tain. In. 1882 he became leader: of

the Opposition in the Assembly, and 
and in 1888 became Premier. -He 
wos leader of the Government ‘till 
its defeat in 1900. 

It was when Greenway was Pre- 
micr that the Legislature abolished 
the'’system. of separate schools in 


| Manitoba, fo restore which the Fed- 


cral Conservative Government intro- 
duced the remedial bill in 1896. 
During the earlier years of his ad- 
ministration there was a good deal of 
important legislation, ¢ncluding the 
abolition of the railway monopoly, 
the abolition of the use of the French 
language in Psrljament and in the 
courts, the new-Jadicature Act, ;the 
act establishing a bureau vf~ cro 
statistics, and the National Schoo 
Act. .There were battles ‘over all: of 
theso except those relating to law 
rocedure and agriculture, which will 
recalled by all Canadians. - 

Mr. Greenway was elected to the 
House of Commons for the conati- 
tuency of Lisgar in _ 1904, and sat 
through the Inte Parliament. A. 
month sgo he was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Railway Commission, along 
with Mayor D’Arcy Scott and Prof. 
Mclean of Toronto. His death, 
therefore, creates a vacancy on the 
board. , 

The late Thomas Greenway was 
born March 25, 1838, in Cornwall,
